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After two years of con- 
struction and anticipa- 
tion the moment had 
finally arrived. The 
new Yale High School 
was ready for the grand 
unveiling. There were 
approximately one 
thousand five hundred 
people present to tour 
the new facility. "This 
is a special moment in 
time for the people of 
this school district," 
said Coleeta Vesper. 

"We have always had 
strong educational op- 
portunities in Yale and now we have an 
excellent facility for our children. We 
have good students who deserve the 
best and the people of this community 
have given it to them." 

There are twenty-three class- 
rooms plus eleven separate laboratory 
facilities for science, computers, life 
management, industrial arts/ technol- 
ogy, and art. The new school also has 
music facilities, a large media center 
complete with fiber optic hookups, a 
large cafetorium which seats 550 and 
can be used for a cafeteria or an audito- 
rium for music and theatrical produc- 
tions, and a gymnasium that seats up to 
1,818. 

"The dream has finally become a 
reality," Said Superintendent Ralph 
Darin during his remarks at the Dedica- 


tion Ceremony. "I 
dreamed about this 
moment for a long 
time. It is a special 
moment of joy for ev- 
eryone involved in the 
project; the school 
board, the administra- 
tion, the staff, the stu- 
dents, the local media, 
and the people of this 
community." 

"I'd really like to thank 
the people of this com- 
munity for coming to 
the ceremonies and 
giving us their 
support, "also remarked Darin. "It 
shows that the people of the school 
district are really special people that 
care about their schools and their chil- 
dren. 

Shawn Pachmayer, President of 
the student Council, represented the 
students at the cerimony. He expressed 
the thanks that the students in our 
community feel for giving us such a 
wonderful facility in which to receive our 
education. "I'd like to thank the tax 
payers of our community for making it 
all possible by working together," said 
Pachmayer. 

Let's not leave out the fact that for 
the first time in over twenty years we 
have not had to have portable class- 
rooms or split sessions, and no more 
suicide hall.

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What is TEC? TEC is an exciting, realistic 
approach to education. Juniors and Seniors attending 
TEC have the opportunity to apply what they learn to 
actual job situations. There are six programs of study 
representing more than 200 occupations offered at TEC. 
One program of study is construction. Students who 
take this course learn the skills of carpenters, electri- 
cians, plumbers, and masons. Manufacturing Technol- 
ogy is another program offered at TEC. Students in this 
program learn the basics of manufacturing as well as 
specific skills. Business /Marketing gives a student 
skills in secretarial, accounting, and data processing 
fields. The Culinary Art Service program gives skills in 
a variety of food preparation techniques, customer 
service and kitchen management practices. Another 
program is Health Services which provides many educa- 
tional opportunities for students interested in caring for 
the health needs of others. The last program that TEC 
offers is Transportation. This program offers skills in 
Auto Body Repair, Automotive Technology and Marine 
Technology. 

Students enrolled at TEC spend two and a half 
hours in class each day. Instructors work with each 
student to develop a personal training plan. This 
individualized educational program is what makes 
learning at TEC fun.
